Riga, October 10-—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The Polish delega- 
tion has been advised by a Polish 
supply ship that two submarines 
supposed to be soviets were observ- 
ed maneuvering in Danzig bay.

Stockholm, October 10.—A_ die- 
patch to The Dagens Nyheter from 
Reval says: 

“There is no doubt that the 
foviet army is facing dissolution. 
The' new peace terms were forced 
througmh as a desperate means to 
to prevent this dissolution, but they 
were too late to arrest the spread of 


the demoralization.

The Rockdale fire department 
came to the assistance of local fire- 
men and aided in saving 1,500 bales 


of cotton. 
The San Antonio and Aransas 


Pass railway lost 327 flat and 437 
compressed bales, and the Santa Fe 
27 flat bales and 147 pressed. Twen- 
ty-seven cars were destroyed. 
Authorities are investigating a 
story that an automobile was seen 
near the press and driven away at 
high speed just before the flames 


broke out.

throughout the state since the de- 
moralization of the cotton market, 
the opinion that the fire was the 
work of “night riders” is adhered 
to strongly. 


WILSON TO MAKE 
V TO SPENGER 


President to Issue Steno- 
graphic Report on Al- 
leged Promise to - Aid 
Serbia and Rumania.

Washington, October 10.—Presi- 
dent Wilson Monday will issue 4 
transcript of his remarks in the 
eighth plenary session of the peace 
conference, in an attempt to refute 
the accusation of Senator Selden B. 
Spencer, of Missouri, that he prom- 
ised military ald to Serbia and Ru- 
mania. 

This transcript was furnished by 
F. A. Carlson, the American short- 
hand reporter who “covered” the ses- 
sion in question, which was secret. 
and wrote up what the president 
said. Carlson. who has an office in 
Chicago, wrote to Charles L. Swen, 
the president’s stenographer, fur- 
nishing an account of the presi- 
dent’s remarks which he pre- 


pared from shorthand notes he had 
preserved. This letter, according 
to white house attaches, was unso- 
licited. 

Spencer charged that President 
Wilson told Premier Bratiano, of 
Rumania, that if the world were 
again troubled the United States 
would send its army and “fleet to 
Europe. Secretary Tumulty first 
denied it, and when Spencer repeated 
the assertion, the president himself 


declared it false. 
Carlson, it is understood, states 


he is willing to make affidavit as 
to the correctness of his report. Ac- 
cording to white house attaches who 
have seen his letter, it will dis- 
prove Spencer's charges. They are 
elated gt the new development in 
the controversy, which virtually in- 
volves the veracity of the president. 
Senator Reed, of Missouri, made the 
same charge as Spencer in a recent 


speech.

INCOME-PROFITS TAXES 
-~BIG REVENUE RAISERS 


Nearly Three-Fourths of 
All Receipts From Those 


Liquor Tax in First Year 
of Prohibition. 


Washington, October 10.—(By the 
Associated Press.)-—America’s tax 
bill for the fiscal year ending June 
30 amounted to $5,408,075,468, ap- 
proximately a billion and a half dol- 
lars more than was paid into the 
federal treasury in the previous 
twelve months. 

Final figures for the year were 
contained in the preliminary report 
of the commissioner of internal rev- 
enue, made public tonight. It shows 
from income and profits taxes the 
government received approximately 
three-fourths of all its revenues. in 
these two there was an  in- 


cal year of 1919, receipts for. the 
two years being: 1920, $3,957,701,- 
000; 1919, $2,600,000,000. 

From multifarious sources of 
“miscellaneous” taxation, the levy 
produced $1,450,374,000, an increase 
over the previoug year of $201,000,- 
000. 

Big Loss in Liquer Tax. 

In the first*full year of the pro- 
hibition era, there was a net redue- 
tion of $343,000,000 in taxes on dis- 
tilled and,fermented liquors, the re- 
port shows. From distiNed spirits 


in the last fiscal year, while the 
taxes from the same source in 1919 
were $365,211,000. Taxes on fer- 
mented liquors for the last fiscal! 
year aggregated $41,965,000, and for 
the fiscal year of 1919, $%17,837,000. 

The report also shows compara- 
| tive revenues for the fiscal years of 
1909 and 1920. ‘ The former @ate was 
the last full yeagxin which the gov- 
ernmént déftved its’ principat reve- 
nues from three sources, distilled 
spirits, fermented liquors and to- 
bacco. Taxes produced on the three 
‘items in 1909 amounted to $244,211.- 
000, while this revenue in the year 
juet ended was $435,718,000. 
these, taxes constituted 99.1 per cent 
of th® nation’s re@enues, while last 
year they were only 8.06 per cent 
of the total taxes. Although there 
was a big decrease in taxes on 
liquors between ‘the two years 
shown, there was a corresponding- 
ly greater increase in the revenue 
from tobacco, in al! of its forms. In 
1902 the tobacco tax amounted to 
only $51,887,000, while in 1920 it 
was $295,845,000, the report showed. 
~ Transportation Tax $307,808,000. 

The transportation tax which has 

been estimated to Produce about 
$275,000,000 annually reached $307,- 
808,000 for the last fiscal year. This 
included taxes on freight, passen- 
ger, express, teléphone and tele- 
graph and transfer of oi] by pipe 
line. 
Excise and special taxes, includ- 
ing the “luxury tax,” brought about 
$373,000,000 into the treasury. One 
of the chief items in this list was 
the tax on motor cars, which net- 
ted $144,000,000. Taxes on jewelry, 
cosmetics and other so-called “lux- 
uries,” produced another $56,000,000. 
The special corporation tax on the 
value of its stock yielded $93,- 
000,000. 

Withdrawals from bonded ware- 
houses of distilled spirits for in- 
dustrial and other non-beverage 
purposes increased: from 11,000,000 
to more than 28,000.00 . gallons 


from 1919 to 1920, the report dis- 
closed. But in withdvuwals from 
.bond of distilled spirits which were 
labeled for beverage use, there was 
a decrease from 72,500,000 gallons 
in 1919 to 200,000 gallons in the 
last fiscal year.

Cigarettes also are being con- 
sumed in vastly increased amounts. 
The report showed taxes had been 
paid on 36,950,060,000 in 1918; 38,-

000 in the fiscal year ended June 30. 

Internal Revenue Expenses. 

Commissioner Williams reported 
the year’s expenditures of the bu- 
reau of internal revenue at $27,- 
700,000. This inclided an expendi- 
ture of $2,100,000 for enforcement 
of prohibition, $465,000 for enforce- 
ment of the narcotic laws, and 
$90,000 used in enforcing the laws 
against child labor. The actual 
cost of tax collection, Mr. Wil- 
liams estineated at 50 cents on each 
$100 collected, an ependiture of 
about 1 per cent more than in 1919.

Wilson Adopted Taft’s Views. 
Governor Cox, who is scheduled 


St. Louis, Ill, and at St. Louis, 
Mo., said that he published the Taft- 
Wilson correspondence—a white 
house. memorandum — because of 
“the equivocal position ex-Presi- 
dent Taft and other friends of the 
league now occupy in their support 
of the candidate of the league de- 
structionists.” The correspondence, 
Governor Cox sail, was “initiated 
by him (Mr. Taft) as a result oF 
his study of the draft agreement, 
and quoted Mr. Taft's “own words 
when sincerity of mind and intelli- 
gence were not beclouded by the 
partisan prejudice of a political 
campaign.” 

The white house memorandum, 
containing some of the cables ex- 
changed by President Wilson and 
Mr. Taft, stated that in “#@very in- 
Stance” the president followed Mr. 
Taft’s suggestions, and Governor 
Cox’s statement declared that “every 
suggestion of Mr. Taft was follow- 
ed literally.” The correspondence 
indicated that Mr. Taft’s sugges- 
tions dealt principally with protect- 
ing the Monroe doctrine and deal- 
ing with American domestic ques- 
tions, withdrawal from the league, 


armament. The correspondence 
made public contained two cable- 
grams from the president to Mr. 
Taft and several from Mr. Taft to 
the executive, including one in 
which A. Lawrence Lowell, presi- 
dent of Harvard university, joined. 
Taft's Final Cablegram. 

The white house memorandum 
quoted at length league amendments 
to show adoption of Mr. Taft’s sug- 
sestions. 

The final cablegram from Mr. 
Taft sent to Secretary Tumulty and 
forwarded to the president, as giv- 
en in published correspondence, was 
dated June 28,-1919, just before the 
president returned to present the 
treaty to the senate. It read: 

“I would like to send a return 
message and that is that the presi- 
dent argue to the league and its 
necessity —- the impossibility to se- 
cure peace without it, the dreadful 
unrest in Burope, the pressure of 
our allies to ratify and secure peace 
at once, the peed of the league with 
the United States to stabilize and ty 
resist bolsheVism, the necessity for 
renewal of negotiation if an im- 
portant amendment like striking out 
Article 10 is made, the absurdity 
of a congressional declaration of 
peace on one side, the giving up of 
all objects of the war in such a 
peace if. Germany were to make 
similar declaration. I hope sincere- 
ly he will not attack the republican 
senators. His appeal will be muck 
more influential if he pleads his 
cause and does not attack the op- 
position.” 

On March 16, 1919, the eorrespond- 
ence showed, Secretary Tumulty sent 
the president a message stating 
that Mr. Taft desited to cable the 
president direct with suggestions 
not looking to change “of the struc- 
ture of. the: league; the plan of ac- 
tion of its real character, but simply 
removing objections in minds of con-

“If you bring back the treaty 
with the league of nations in it,

The latter, Mr. Taft said, would 
cover tariff, Japanese immigration 
and similar domestic questions. 

Submitting drafts of proposed 
amendments and detailed argu- 
ments in their behalf, one of Mr. 
Taft’s messages stated: 

“The republican senators are try- 
ing to stir up anxiety among re- 
publicans lest this be a limitation 
upon our tariff. It would help 
much to meet and remove objec- 
tions and cut the ground under 
senatorial obstruction.” 

Taft and Monroe Doctrine. 

egarding the Monroe doctrine’s 
protection, Mr. Taft was quoted as 
follows: 

“My impression ig that if the one 
article already sent on the Monroe 
doctrine be inserted in the treaty, 
sufficient republicans who signed 
the round robin would probably re- 
treat from their position and vote 
for ratification so that it would 
carry. If the other suggestions 
were adopted, I feel confident that 
all but a few who oppose the 
league at all would be driven to ac- 
cept them and to siand for the 
league.” 

Another message by Mr. Taft on 
March 28, 1919, upon the same sub- 
ject said: 

“Venture to suggest to president 
that failure to reservé Monroe doc- 
trine mor@ specifically in face of 
opposition in conference will give 
great weight to objection that 
league as first reported endangers 
doctrine. It will seriously embar- 
rass advocates of league; it will 
certainly lead to senate amend- 
ments embodying -doctrine and oth- 
er provisions in form less likely to 
secure subsequent acquiescence of 
other natigns than proper reserva~ 
tion now. Deem some kind of Mon- 
roe doctrine amendment now to Ar- 
ticle X. vital to acceptance of league 
in this country.

In 
sequence, a few days after the con- 
ference, Senator Lodge produced his 
infamous round robin, signed by 
thirty-seven republican senators, 
who declared that. the leagué was 
not acceptable in the form present- 
ed, but who, under partisan leader- 
ship, made no suggestions of any 
kind for its improvement as a means 
of preserving the peace of the world.

The confer- 
ence was public in the sense that 
official stenographers were present 
and the questions and answers were 
given to the newspapers as rapidly 
as transcripts could be made. At 
this meeting there developed the 
visible evidence that the senatorial 
ring of the: reactionary forces had 
perfected their partisan conspiracy 
that they had no desire to under- 
Stand the covenant, and that they 
proposed to becloud and confuse the 
public mind. Their attitude was one 
of evident and implacable hostility. 

Previous to this development, the 
president had appeared in person 
before the senate and had discussed 
the treaty in Submitting it—some- 
thing no other president has done in 
more than one hundred years.”’

Members 
of congress distribute a large num- 
ber of these publications free upon 
request, but they also may be had 
quickly by applying to the division 
of publications where a supply is 
usually on hand.

“specialty troops,” such as ammuhi- 
tion trains, medical and sanitary 
outfits, chemical warfare units and 
the like. Of course, those ex- 
tremely important auxiliaries will 
not be neglested, but they will be 
“corps troops” instead of divisional 
troops, to be-called on by the di- 
vision tommander whenever he par- 
ticularly needs them. But when 


he doesn’t need them, the major 
general commanding the division 
will have nothing on his mind 


but, hisspurely aggressive troops— 

his infantry, plentifully interladed 

with machine guns, and the in- 

i9utry’s* supporting artillery. 
Smaller Companies. 

The reduction in size of the d'- 
vision is to be effected in part by 
cutting down the size of the indi- 
vidual infantry companies. In the 
late war ,the full “war strength” of 
a captain’s command was 250 men. 
The new tables of organization 
would bring this down to 200 men, 
that being considered an _ easier 
number to handle fi: adminstrative 
purposes; and a smaller unit is con- 
sidered more mobile, easier to “pack 
up and send” in a hurry to the 
scene of trouble. This reduction 
alone will make American infantry 
regiments of about 2,500 strength, 


‘whereas in the late war their nor- 


mal “full strength” was well over 
3,000. 

When the whole process of reor-

GERMAN VOTERS 
“BEHIND HARDIN 


Nebraska -Town, Once 
Democratic, Now En- 
tirely Republican—Irish 
Also Object to League. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 
(Copyright, 1920.) 

Omaha, Neb., October 10.—Arthur 
Mullen, a good democrat, who knows 
everythnig about Nebraska politics, 
told me this story: 

There is a little town in Nebraska 


called Bismarck. From the name 


you can guess the origino of the 
population. Formerly Bismarck 
was overwhlemingly democratic. 
The politicians and officials of the 
state capital, in tabulating the elec- 
tion returns, always knew that Bis- 
marck would turn up 10 democrats 
to two republicans. 
How the Gemans Vote. 

That was the case until this year. 

At the primaries last summer it was 


Yexactly reversed. Bismarck cast 106 


republican votes and 2 democratic 
votes. As Aruthur Mullen puts it 
rueful “There weren't enough 
democrats left for seed!” 

That is the story of the German- 
Americans not. merely in Nebraska, 
but everywhere. The Germans are 
against Wilson and against the 
league of nations, and this year 
they are going to vote solidly re- 
publican. Inasmuch as Nebraska 
has a rather large German popula- 
tion, their votes will largely de- 
termine where the state will be 
found on election day. 

Nebraska, in 1916, gave Wilson a 
majority of 40,000 on the issue that 
“he kept usoutof war.” This eyar 
Nebraska is expected to give a re- 
publican majority ,of almost the 
Same size on the issue that “he 
tried to put us in the league.” 

Nebraska also has a fairly large 


population of Irish antecedants. 
They, too,are agaist the league. 


But. the Irish in Nebraska are not 
expected to vote republican quite so 
solidiy as the [Irish in some othes 
sections of the country. 
“In addition to "these two elements, 
@ certain number of republean votes 
will pe based on the general disap- 
provai of the conduct-of public af- 
fairs by Wilson and the democrafgs. 
Wilson Unpopular. 

In Nebraska, as a whole, probably 
the league is a little more popular 
than Wilson personally. In the two 
large cities of Nebraska there are 
five daily newspapers, and four of 
them are in varying degrees in favor 
of the league. Only one is out and 
out opposed to it. 

Omitting racial prejudices and 
omitting Wilson personally,.if Ne- 
braska should take a referendum 


on the league of nations alone, the 
result might be different from what 
the electionis likely to be. And yet, 
even in Nebraska, quite aside from 
racial prejudices, there is a large 
group of good and thoughtful peo- 
ple who are sure that America 
ought not to go into the league. 
Senator Norris, of Nebraska, is a 
man who represents the common 
thought and aspirations of his peo- 
ple as accurately as any man in the 
senate, and Senator Norris is wholly 
against the league. 

It might be assumed that Mr. 
Bryan's disaffection from Cox would 
account in part for the anti-demo- 
cratic trend in the state, but ap- 
parently it dwoesn ot. You never 
hear of Bryan as figuring in the 
situation. Anyhow, Bryan’s position 
does not matter. Without him as 
a factor, or, with him 4s a factor, 
Nebraska this year is pointed to- 
in a fairly heavy republican ma- 
ority.

New York, October 16.— Henry 
“Ford’s articles in The Dearborn In- 
dependent under the title, “The 
Word’s Foremost Problem—the In- 
_ternational Jew,” were characteriz- 
ed as “an affront to public opinion, 
and an insult to every public de- 
cency,” by Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, 
at Carnegie hall here Sunday. 

“The very title of the pamphlet 
reprint of these articles is a direct 
libel against the Jewish people at 
‘a time when the world is beset by 
problems national and international 
and is by indirection tempted, to 
seize upon the Jew as the scape- 
goat solvent of all its porblems,” 
Wise declared. 
the rabbi said that the most se- 
rious part of the Ford indictment 
was the charge that the Jews “have 
set out to conquer the world.” 

“The allegation is ‘that the Jews 
are not only powerful, but that they 
aim to be omnipotent—in other 
words, the conquerors of the world:” 
he continued, “if the legend be trué®, 
how reconcile this imagined con- 
quest of the world, this fabled om- 
nificence of the Jew with the status 
of half the Jews of the earth? 

Powerless to Save. . 

“The Jews of eastern Europe, 

whom, I say it with infinite sor- 


row, we seem powerless to save: 
the Jews of central] Europe, who 


i man,

have entered upon an’ €rasof un-: 
paralleled misery, scapegoat in 
deservedly broken Germany, shut- 
tlecock of Austria, despised vietim 
of Hungary—if we aimed at power, 
if we cherished designs of world 
supremacy, would we not will to 
keep ourselves alive?’ 

Wise called attention to the fact 
that the Zionist organization of 
America has been able to raise less 
than two millions of the ten mil- 
lion-dollar fund for the restoration 
of Palistine. He declared that ths 
whole Zionist movement is “itself a 
token of want of power.” 

Ford’s declaration that “there 


were as many Gentiles killed by. 


Gentiles in the world war as there 
are Jews in the world,” was re- 
futed by Wise with the statement 
that “one million Jews and more 
have been killed by the war or 
through the aftermath of war with- 
in the. last six years.” 

Ford’s Course Morally Fatal. 


“No man ought to be free to have 

the power which Henry Ford is ex- 
ercising for evil,” Wise said. “No 
though as rich as Ford or 
Croesus, ought to be suffered to li- 
bel a whole people in a land, the 
well-being of which depends upon 
the spirit of understanding and con- 
en of tolerance and good 
will.” 
Wise declared that Ford is “seek- 
ink to introduce into American life 
a tendency that is divisive, disrupt- 
ive and morally fatal.” 

“Henry Ford,” said Wise, “calls 
himself a Christian. No Ukranian 
hooligan, slayer of women and chil- 
dren, was ever more guilty of the

ocean frontage of the state,” he 
said. 

To Form Margravate. 

“This grant made to Sir Robert 
was to be organized as a province 
independent of Carolina, and :the 
name was to be the Margravate of 
Azilia. Sir Robert issued and pub- 
lished in London a pamphlet de- 
scribing this section of Georgia, the 
title of which was ‘Discourse Con- 
cerning the Designed Establishment 
of a New Colony to the South of 
Carolina in the Most Delightful 
Country of the Universe.’ , 

“Among other statements.made by 
Sir Robert was that this was ‘the 
most amiable country of the uni- 
verse,’ and further, he asserts ‘that 
nature has not blessed the world 
with any tract which can be prefer- 
able to it; that Paradise with all her 
virgin beauties may be modestly 
supposed at most but equal to its 
native excellencies. It lies jn the 
same latitude with Palestine’ her- 
selfs that promised Canaan, which 
was pointed out by God's’ own 
choice, to bless the labors of a fa- 
vorite people,’” he continued. 

“It was the object of Sir Robert 
Montgomery to induce people from 
England to occupy and develop this 
south Georgia region on plans which 
he proposed. His pamphlet was the 
first advertising matter ever got- 
ten out, the purpoSe of which was to 
induce a desirable class of peopl: 
to come to south Georgia. In his 
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discourse Sir Robert points out the 
prosperity which would come _ two 
those who might settle in the Mar- 
gravate of Agzilia, from the cultiva- 
tion of ‘rice, coffee, tea, raisins.

SAVANNAH EIGHTH 
PORT OF COUNTRY, 
SAYS U.S. REPORT 


Savannah, Ga., October 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Savannah ranks eighth in 
the volume of total tonnage of busi- 
ness through thg ports of the 
country in a list of the twenty-six 
ports which handle 97 per cent of 
the country’s shipping business, ac- 
cording to the United States ship- 
ping board report issued_ today. 
This port ranks eighth in volume of 
exports, and tenth in the volume of 
imports. 

The ports ahead of Georgia’s 
largest port are New.York, Bal- 
timore, Philadelphia, New Orleans, 
Norfolk, San Francisco and Newport 
News, in the order named. Bruns- 
wick, another Georgia port, ranks 
twenty-first in exports only. 

The reportisinthe business han- 
dled by the shipping board's ves- 
sels through the ports, and indi- 
cates 400,655 tons of export and 
332,153 tons of import business 
through Savannah for the year. 
Charl@ston ranks fourteenth, and 
Jacksonville sixteenth in. the list 
of ports. Inthe south Atlantic dis- 
trict, from Newport News and Nor- 
folk to Key West, inclusive, Savan- 
nah handled 12 per cent of the total 
export tonnage, as compared with 
5 per cent for Charleston and 4 per 
cent for Jacksonville, tHe district 
handling 24 per cent of the export 
tonage of the country. 

In import business this district 
ranks third in the south Atlantic 
ports.

It is true of the law against phys- 
ical personal violence;* of the law 
against larceny; of the law against 
any form of trespass upon the 
rights of others and the welfare of 
society. But that fact constitutes 
no argument against the wisdom, 
justification or righteousness of 
the law forbidding the traffic in 
and use of alcohol for purposes of 
making people drunk. 

If it argues anything it argues 
only m favor of more general re- 
spect for, and more rigid enforce- 
ment of, the prohibition laws of 
the community, state and nation.

FUTURE OF BASEBALL. 

Some over-pessimistic baseball 
fans have expresed fear that the 
recent exposure of corruption with- 
in the upper circles of the national 
game wilf bring about its. decline 
in point of popularity, perhaps its 
ruin, 

But the probabilities of such 
fears are .groundiless. , 

There is too much genuine 
Sportsmanship in the country, and 
too much honor and. fidelity in 
American sportmanship, to permit 
the “turning up” of a few crooks 
to spoil the great national pas- 
time or to appreciably diminish 
the public’s enjoyment of it. 

.True, it is the history. of sports 
that their seizure of commercial- 
ism has in most instances meant 
their decline in public favor. 

That has been true to a marked 
extent of wrestling, of horse-rac- 


boxing. 

Commercialism long ago invaded 
the realms of baseball; but, so far 
as the public has known prior to 
the recent revelation ‘of crooked- 
ness in connection with world 
series games, the game nevertie= 
less has been kept clean. | 

Nor do those’ exposures prove 
that the sport per se is not as clean. 
today as it ever'was. They prove 
only that certain participants in 
it—participants for lucre rather 
than for the sport’s sake—are not 
sportsmen at all, but grafters and 
gamblers and crooks. 

Which fact is no more condem- 
natory of the sport of baseball than 


crooked banker or a criminal phy- 
sicilan proof of disreputability of 
the business of banking or the pro- 
fession of medicine. 

All that it shows is that those 
who are guilty of crookedness in 
connection with the game of base- 
ball have been actuated by a 
mighty bad brand of sporisman- 
ship, and entitled to no sympathy 
from the public nor mercy from 
the courts. 

To the fans, and especially to 
the small boy fans—who are legion, 
and, more than one might think, 
perhaps, the real life of the sport— 
it means a measure of disillusion- 
ment, saddening ‘revelation that 
certain diamond idols really had 
feet of clay; and that is the worst 
part of the whole business. 

As to the game itself, the grand 
jury investigation, with what it is 
to be hoped will be a thorough 
-purging of the game and the com- 
‘plete eradication of the unscrupu- 
lous. element that has covertly 
worked its way into it, will be a 
good thing for the sport and place 
it on a‘solider footing than it ever 
enjoyed before, and even more 
firmly ingratiate it in popular fa- 


vor,

The large size of the 
parce] end the Jarge denominations 
of the heads of King George were 
easily understood when the ex- 
tremely tall. book which formed a 
resting place for the eclipsed octa- 
vos was discovered to be nothing 
less than the history of the world, 
by Herbert George Wells. 


This volume is extremely red and, 
which is doubtless the fault of Mr, 


Newnes and not of Mr. Wells, it 
looks very much like the books the 
journeyman agent used to produce 
out of space. The Hlustrations are 
very, very numerous and look a 
good deal like those in Myer’s "Gen- 
eral History,” except that they are 
also much larger, but Mausolus, 
who put the Mausolan Mausoleum 
and Alexander conquering a ‘few 
worlds, and Socrates, looking very 
ugly, and Amenhotep MIV., and 
Rameses II., and Tiglath-Pilese 
all there looking just as the 
when one was 14 years old. The

There are also 
a@ great many drawings of very 
large and dangerous looking ani- 
mals, now happily extinct, with 
whom one would as little think of 
disputing the rigt-of-way, as one 
would with a government truck; but 
the equally dangerous and _ wild 
looking males of our species in 
these equally colored pictures are 
doing some very determined dis- 
puting and looking very like the 
pictures of Jack-the-Giant-Killer, 
or the Cornish Ogre. 
Mr. Wells Himself. 
All of this, of course, is what 


Mr. Wells’ publisher has’ done. AS8 
for Mr. Wells himself, this is how 
he begins: “The earth on which 
we live is a spinning ‘globe. Vast 
though it may seem to us, it is a 
mere speck of.matter in the great- 
er vastness of space.” Which 
sound very much like our old 
friend “The earth is round like an 
orange or a ball, slightly flattened 
at the poles.” The last puragraph 
begins: “The spread of monaste- 
ries of the Benedictine order or 
type in the seventh and eightr cen- 
turies was very considerable,’ 
which is almost as matter of fact 
as Myers, but in between these 
two undisputed remarks are patch- 
es as purple as the sky of Athens. 
As The Athenaeum gays: “He has 
one little complaint against the 
past which, try as he will, he can 
not. silence; he can not, pardon it 
for having been so _ ill-informed. 
Even in Mesozoic times ignorance 
is censured. He notes the unedu- 
cated tendency of the reptiles, who 
might have averted extinction if 
they had taken proper steps.. He 
has, again and again, to deplore 
the incuriosity of Homo Sapiens, 
who will not. study science, will 
not invent re 3 labor-sSaving de- 
vices. Man might have evolved the 
conditions of 1920 a tousand years 
earlier if only he had bucked up. 
He confuses information with wis- 
dom, like most scientists, so his 
judgments are sometimes very naif, 
and though his intelligence is both 
subtle and strong, it can not quite 
supniy his lack of imagination.” 
But Mr. Wells is the Theodore 
Roosevelt of literature and his 
agility in finding new occasions 
for his eloquence is so startling 
and so unexpected that he always 
has the dear people with him, so 
what does it matter what the crit- 
ics say?

The only acknowledged volume of

The childhood of Hilary is exactly

and a certain degree of rivacy. 
Then there is the stage of Mr. J. D, 
Beresford, wherein the protagonists 
comport themselves after the man- 
ner of Jacob Stahl. And finally 
last stage of all, is reminiscent of 
no novel, but very remindful of 
George Eliot’s exploit in marrying 
Mr. Cross. However, in spite, or

Only in com- 
plete sets of Scott can one read 
about the woes of Lucy and Edgar 
and if it had not been for the 
benevolence of an amiable lady, the 
people of Atlanta would have been 
reduced to the libretto of “Lucila di 
Lammermoor” for information about 
the bride whose woes are such a 
pleasure to flute-like sopranos. But 
even these copies from England are 
edited for school use, which would 
imply that even in his native isle, 
the reading of Scott is not Sup- 
posed to be voluntary.

The decision has a certain Oriental 
quality; it amounts to the summary 
drawing of a line through the little 
Teschen fragment of Austrian Sile- 


sia, a morsel left by Frederick the 
Creat when he stole most of Maria 
Theresa’s province a century and a 
half ago and bestowing one-half 
upon the Poles and the ‘other upon 
the Czechs. It cannot be said that 
either of the litigants hails the so- 
Iution with foy, but both seem dis- 
posed to accept it and the gain for 
ra rs peace, if they do is ob- 
ous.

GREATLY INCREASE 
NUMBER OF DEATHS 


New York, October 10.—Increase 
of deaths ‘here from sleep-produc- 
ing drugs, use of which, it is said, 
has been acquired by many persons 
since the advent of prohibition, 
has led Health Commmissioner Cope- 
land to order an investigation of 
sales of such drugs. Additional re- 
strictions may be placed on their 
Sale, he said. 

The investigation was ordered be- 
cause of a Statement by Chief Med- 
ical Examiner Norris regarding the 
increase in deaths attriputed to this 
cause, He said that alcoholic ad- 
dicts, finding themselves nerveus 
and sleepless, in many instances 
where they have been unable to 
purchase liquor for their custon™Mry 
“nightcap” before retiring, and the 
“eve-opener” on arising, had resort- 
ed to other artificial and dangerous 
Ways of wooing sleep. The desired 
relief, he said, was obtained through 
the use of the nerve-quieting effecis 
of certain drugs. . 

Dr. Copeland, in instructions to 
the bureau of foods and drugs to 
begin an investigation immediately, 
referred to most of thedrugs about 


'from the 


which complaint has been made of- 
ficially, as “treacherous somnifa- 
cients,” 15 grains of one of whicn, 
he said, were sufficient to cause 
death.” Headmitted that fatalities 
use of these drugs: were 
“altogether too frequent.” 

Dr. Morris declared that 
from sleep-producing drugs 
curred in hospitals and in what 
formerly were  sanatoriums for 
treatment of alcoholism. Deaths 
fram such casuses also had been 
recorded as suicides, he said. Saie 
of such drugs, he added, should te 
governed by the same strict regula- 
tions as those governing the sale of 
poisons.

WHEREAS: The general assembly at its 
session in 1920 proposed an amendment to 
the constitution of this state, as set forth 
in an act approved July &tbh, 1920, to-wit:

The general assermbly of the State of Geor- 
gia herehy proposes to the qualified elec- 
tors of said State an amendment to Para- 
graph 2, Section 1, Article 11 of the Con- 
stitution of the State of Georgia, as here- 
tofore am to provide for the crea- 
tion of a new county, to be known as 
Seminole, and for other purposes. 

Section 1. The general assembly of the 
state of Georgia proposes to the people of 
Georgia .an amendment to paragraph 2.

ties now provided for by the constitution, as 
heretofore amended, there shall be a new

dent, who shall hold office until the next 
general election for county officere~shall 
be held in the state of Georgia, and until 
their successors are elected and qualified.

Sec,. 3. The county authorities of said 
new county shall dave the right to create 
a debt for and on behalf of said county to 
defray the public expenses thereof for the 
first year, without submitting tke same 
to a vote of the qualified voters thereof. 

vec. 4, Said new county, when created, 
shall be entitled to one representative in 
the lower house of the general assembly of 
Georgia, and the membership of the said 
house shall be increased by one so as to 
admit of representation therein for said 
new county. 

Sec. 5. Whenever the constitutional 
amendment hereby proposed shall be agreed 
to by two-thirds of the members of the 
two houses of the general assembly, and 
the same entered on their journals, with 
the “‘yeas’’ and ‘‘nays’’ taken thereon, the 
governor shall cause said proposed amend- 
ment to be published in at ijeast two nevs- 
papers in each congressional district in 
this state for a period of two mor‘ next 
preceding the next general election: and 
the governor shall provide for the submis- 
sion of this proposed amendment to the 
electors of this state at the next general 
election to be held therein, for their rati- 
fication or rejection. All persons voting 
in said election in favor of said proposed 
amendment shall have written or printed on

Business Readjustment 
Causing Little Worry 


BY WALTER B. BROWN.

New York, October 10.—While the 


process of deflation is still going 


on, the situation occasioned [ry it 
is becoming clearer. Tha_ genera! 
public as well as the business com- 
munity, has accepted the deflation 
of commodity prices as a neces- 
sary feature of post-war readjust- 
ment and instead of the setback in 
business, causing undue apprehen- 
sion as to the future, the commu- 
nity has settled itself down to the 
task of bringing about an orderly 
readjustment of business to a peace 
time basis. It is the knowledge that 
war time conditions are actually 
passing that is the occasion for 
optimism and a maintenance of con- 
fidence in the future. 

It must not be imagined, how- 
ever, that the deflation is going on 
without causing considerable dis- 
turbance, not to say apprehension, 
and even severe losses. If the loss- 
es could only fall where huge prof- 
its were made, no particular com- 
ment would be necessary, but this, 
of course, does not always octur, 
It may be so in some 
but in many others these losses are 
likely to occasion considerable 
hardship. The agricultural commu- 
nity in particular is making the 
greatest outcry, and while the grain 
farmers can perhaps best stand 
such losses in view of earlier prof- 
its, the cotton farmers are harder 
hit. While it is true cotton has 
been selling at high prices, it is 
only within the last year or so that 
the producers themselves have ac- 
tually reaped the benefits for them- 
selves. It has only too often hap- 
pened that by the time high prices 
have come about the--cotton has 
been in the hands of others than 
the producers and the profits re- 
sulting have gone into the hands of 
the temporary owners, who toiled 
not and neither did they spin. 

Margin Too Wide. 

The comment oftenest made by 
those who have studied agricultural 
economics is that there is too wide 
a margin between what the farmer 
obtains for his ‘product and _ for 
what the consumer has to pay for 
it. The middlemen are blamed for 
this difference, and with due pro- 
priety, for there undoubtedly is an 
enormous profit or aggregation of 
profits between the producer and 
the consumer which can hardly be 
justified on legitimate grounds. 
The question is to single out and lo- 
cate the particular “middleman.” 

Certain middlemen perform a 
necessary service and are entitled 
to their share of the profit. Ev- 
ery one who handles the grain or 
other farm product between the 
producer and the consumey is a 
middleman. In ‘the case of grain 
it begins with the man who hauls 
it to the country elevator, and pro- 
gresses with the elevator owner, 
the transportation company, the 
terminal elevator, the insurance 
man, the miller, the broker, the 
banker, the wholesaler and the re- 
tailer, whose cost of service must 
enter into the price which the con- 
sumer must ‘pay. This is part of 
the machinery of distribution and 
can not be dispensed with. The 
theory of the food administration

was based upon moving a product 
from producer to consumer in the 
most ‘direct line, allowing only one 
handling by each particular class of 
operators. 

This was all well enough when 
prices were arbitrarily fixed, but it 
is a rule that cannot be followed 
when price fixing is the result of 
the operation of the law of suppl} 
and demand. The speculator enters 
into calculations and even he per- 
forms a legitimate function witain 
certain limits. He it is who pro- 
vides an instantaneous market 
through the operation of the grain 
exchanges, and which is so neces- 
sary to establishing the market 
Price of grain. When wheat trad- 
ing was prohibited as a result of 
war conditions it became necessary 
to substitute other machinery 
whicn was provided in the form o? 
the grain ccrporation. 
furnished an instantaneous market. 
although at an arbitrarily fixed 
price. Such speculative markets 
balanced supply and demand condi- 
tions and furnished the capital for 
carrying the grain which otherwise 
had _ be supplied by the govern- 
ment. 


: Too Many Profits. 

Y@& it can happen and does hap- 
pen that there are too many prof- 
its exacted; making it difficult to 
reason out wnat has really happened 
to increase the price of a commo4@- 
ity to such an enormous extent b2- 
fore it reaches the consumer. In the 
case of cotton and cotton manufac- 
turers, there is undoubtedly a cer- 
tain amount of artificiality that 
ought not to enter into the selling 
price. When cotton was selling at 
40 cents a pound the farmers were 
oeing blamed because prices of raw 
cotton were so high that the con- 
Sumer was being treated unfairly 


It was quite true that the consumer 


was not getting a square deal, but 
it was not the farmer’s fault. Farm- 
rs are crying loudly against the 
extortion of the middlemen, but un- 
til they themselves secure control 
of the machinery of distribution, in- 
equalities are bound to creep in. 
The So-called middlemen are not the 
evil-minded monsters which the 
farmers depict, but on the econtrarv 
are merely ordinary individuals so 
placed as to be able to reap the ben- 
efit of conditions arising from our 
uneconomic method of distribution. 
It is not going too far to Say that 
the farmers themselves, if they 
should hanpen to find themselves so 
Placed alone the line as to be able 
to reap such profits, would not hes- 
itate to do so from any conscientious 
scruples. It is largely a question of 
Opportunity and a faulty System. 
These are hard times for specula- 
tors in commodities of any charac- 
ter. Sugar speculators have prob- 
ably been the hardest hit of ‘any. 
Many of them are loaded up with 
Sugar which cost them as high as 
22 cents a pound and which today 
is worta but 11 cents. Many whole- 
Sale grocers are tied up with con- 
tracts for Suzar costing them more 
than 22 cents a pound and which 
they will have difficulty in selline 
to the public at 11 cents. Prices of

Restricted supplies‘ and a fair de- 
mand, On the other hand, resulted 
in a sharp rise in desirable quality 
butter, while eggs and cheese were 
firmly held. Conservative buying 
caused a weakening in_ sheep, 
whereas beef strengthened and 
hogs improved to some. extent, 
largely in response to freer takings 
by the packers. Provisions advanc- 
ed moderately, reflecting the better 
tone in the raw material. Although 
there have been no important 
downward revisions in iron and 
steel quotations, belief) in a main- 


tenance of peesent prices seems to’ 


be less confident, and a general 
readjustment to a somewhat lower 
basis would not be surprising.

Chicago, October 10—If grain 
prices drop any lower, many well- 
informed traders will be quite sur- 
prised.

Canada’s heavy shipments of 
wheat has been an outstanding fac- 
tor in the hammering down of 
prices, this condition creating a 
sympathetic influence in _ other 
grains.. Since July the price of 
wheat has dropped 90 cents a bushel. 

American farmers are arouséd. 
Protesting against this big decline 
and charging Chicago brokers with 
attempting to control the market, 
crowers throughout the middle west 
have threatened a “wheat strike” on 
October 25 At the same time, dis- 
patches from Ottawa say the Ca- 
nadian government is seriously con- 
sidering taking over the wheat 
market due to the bearish move- 
ment, 

A proclamation has been issued by 
the national officers of the United 
States Wheat Growers’ association 
urging a suspension of sales of 
wheat by farmers until the prices 
rallies to $3. It is now slightly be- 
low $2 

All grains sold at a new low fig- 
ure on the crop during the last week, 
but inside figures were not main- 
tained. Net losses, as compared 
with the previous week, were 88 1-4c 
on wheat, 4 to 5c‘on corn and 3-8 
to 1l-2c on oats. December wheat 
closed at week-end selling at 
$1.98 3-4, March wheat $1.95 1-2, Oc- 
tober corn 88c, December corn 851-8 
and May corn 891-8 December oats 
55 5-8, May oats 601-8. 

The action of the United States 
Wheat Growers’ association in 
threatening a strike was hastened 
by another sharp drop in prices Fri- 
day, when wheat declined more than 
6 cents a bushel. This decline was 
accelerated, if not precipitated by a 
clerical error of three ciphers made 
by an inexperienced clerk in a sell- 
ing order on the board of trade. In- 
stead of selling 1000 bushels he sold 
1,000,000 and was  regponsible for 
one of the most exciting of recent 
days in the wheat pit. When word 
got out that “Rosenbaum js selling a 
million bushels,” there was a general 
rush among smaller traders to sell, 
too, and the market hit the tobog- 


gan. 

In the live stock markets the 
week closed.with a strong under- 
tone prevailing.
